Flies are not very interesting or exciting to talk about. 

They are not so thrilling as venomous serpents. 

They are not as huge and impressive as elephants or roaring 
lions. 

They are not as mysterious and awe-inspiring as the plague or 
cholera. 

But the fly is more poisonous than all the snakes in the world 
and infinitely more dangerous than any or all of the ferocious 
animals. 

The fly destroys life on a scale that may be compared with the 
ravages of the "Black Death" in the days when the population 
was smaller, ignorance and indifference greater. 

The fly kills tens of thousands of children evety year and is the 
cause of a great many cases of blindness. 

The fly may carry nearly every known disease to children and 
to adults, FOR IT FREQUENTS EVERY DISEASE-BREEDING 
SPOT AND PURPOSELY HUNTS FOR FILTH. 

Scientists have been studying the ordinary house fly several years 
and they all unite in saying that this insect is more deadly and more 
dangerous to human life than any variety of snake or animal. THE 
FLY IS THE MOST DANGEROUS INSECT ON EARTH. 

To show the disease-bearing possibilities of a single fly: 

An expert recently examined a fly found on a New York street. 
It was carrying on its legs and in its mouth more than ONE 
HUNDRED THOUSAND GERMS. 

It had been walking over fllth along the water front. The expert 
caught it on the edge of a glass of milk. 

Thousands of people die in the Philippines yearly from fly-borne 
diseases such as typhoid fever, cholera, dysentery, infantile diar- 
rhoea, and other intestinal maladies, nor are these disease-bearing 
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possibilities confined to the intestinal diseases alone, for tubercu- 
losis, anthrax, smallpox, tropical sores, parasitic worms, and many 
other diseases may be carried by flies. 

The generally accepted idea that flies breed anywhere is a 
mistaJse. THEY BREED ONLY IN FILTH. 

The principal breeding place of flies is in manure, but they also 
breed in decaying vegetable matter, human excreta, in cooked rice 
that has been thrown out, and they may be found breeding in 
garbage cans, cuspidors or in the bodies of decaying dead animals, 
etc. 

IF THERE IS NO FILTH THERE WILL BE NO FLIES. 

There is a general belief among many persons that flies are useful 
because they feed on fllth. No greater mistake could be made. 

Flies alight on and WALK OVER all manner of UNCLEAN 
MATTER and then fly direct to YOUR FOOD. 

FLIES MAY COME TO OUR LIPS DIRECT FROM THE SPUTUM 
OF A CONSUMPTIVE OR THE WASTES FROM SOME DAN- 
GEROUS AND DISGUSTING DISEASE. 

Darwin ♦old us that one single pair of flies in forty-eight hours — 
the quick-breeding African fly — ^will lay enough, eggs and breed 
enough maggots (which later become flies), to devour a dead lion, 
leaving nothing but the white bones. 

One careless citizen causing or maintaining a breeding place for 
flies will supply enough to infest the whole neighborhood. 

AS THE DEATH OF INNOCENT PERSONS RESULTS, IS NOT 
SUCH CARELESSNESS CRIMINAL? 

To show the importance of flies with regard to intestinal diseases 
among children alone, the following will be of interest : During the 
four years of the great Civil War in the United States, in the Federal 
armies 110,070 men were killed in action or fatally wounded. 
During the four years from 1903 to 1907, in the United States 
271,773 children under 2 years of age died of intestinal diseases 
(Ritchie), and nearly all of these deaths might have been prevented 
by the elimination of flies. 

Flies are an unnecessary evil and can be eradicated by the co- 
operation of the people. 

When we have plague or cholera present we promptly take 
measures to suppress the disease. Yet, with the buzzing flies 
everywhere, carrying deadly disease germs on their spongy feet 
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to the faces or lips of the children or depositing them on food 
of all kinds, to be eaten later, and though these flies CAUSE 
ANNUALLY TENS OF THOUSANDS OF DEATHS THAT ARE 
UNNECESSARY, the majority of the people remain callous and 
indifferent. 

UNDER IDEAL CONDITIONS FLIES BREED ABOUT AS FOLr 
LOWS; 

It has been estimated that 500 flies may hatch from 1 square 
inch of manure in one year if left undisturbed and the conditions 
are favorable. 

Starting with the first batch of 120 eggs laid by the original 
fly on June 1, for example, we arrive at the following astounding 
table of consequences by the last of September: 

June 1 1 fly lays 120 

June 10 60 flies lay 7,200 

June 20 3,600 flies lay 432,000 

June 30 216,000 flies lay 25,920,000 

July 10 ^ 12,960,000 flies lay 1,555,200,000 

July 20 777,600,000 flies lay 93,312,000,000 

July 30 46,656,000,000 flies lay 5,598,720,000,000 

Aug. 9.: 2,799,360,000,000 flies lay 335,925,200,000.000 

Aug. 19, 167,962,600,000,000 flies lay 20,155,512,000,000,000 

Aug. 29 10,077,756,000,000,000 flies lay 1,209,330,720,000,000,000 

Sept. 8 „ 604,665,360,000,000,000 flies lay 72,559,843,£00,000,000,000 

Sept. 18 36,279,921,600,000,000,000 flies lay 4,353,590,592,000,000.000.000 

Sept. 28 2,176,795,296,000,000,000,000 flies lay 261,215,435,520,000,000,000,000 

Note. — The above figures are based on the reasonable presump- 
tion that one-half of the flies hatched are females. 

But the total just stated is the resulting progeny of the mother 
fly and her flrst batch of 120 eggs. It is estimated that each 
female, in this climate, lays eight such batches of eggs during the 
year, hence the total number is much lai^er than the flgures given 
above. 

ARE YOTT GOING TO DO YOUR DUTY AND HELP PREVENT 
THE FORMATION OF THIS DEADLY ARMY? 

THE CITIZENS SHOULD COMBINE, THE PROVINCLy:i AND 
MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENTS SHOULD COMBINE WITH THEM, 
TO WIPE OUT THIS THE COUNTRY'S WORST ENEMY. 

The thing can be done, for it has been accomplished by the 
Government in Cuba, Panama, and in New Orleans. 

The great pity is that the people refuse to accept the conclusive 
evidence against the fly. 



THE REMEDY. 

The only safé maimer in which to treat manure is to bum it. 
If small quantities are desired for fertilizing purposes, it may 
be rendered free of fly eggs and larvae by the following method: 

Place the manure in an impervious receptacle with a reasonably 
tight-fitting cover, and then add water until the manure becomes 
completely immersed. An ordinary kerosene tin or other similar 
receptacle may be used, and a board weighted with stones used as 
a cover. It is imperative that sufficient water be added to cover 
the manure; in other words, the manure must not be allowed to 
float on top of the water. A few drops of kerosene should then be 
added to prevent mosquito breeding, and the manure allowed to 
stand for from five to ten days, after which it should be deposited 
on the place to be fertilized and immediately covered with earth 
to a depth of 6 or more inches. It is essential to cover the manure 
with earth, because it has been found that if it is left exposed, 
flies may lay their eggs in it and in due course of time the young 
flies would be hatched. 

The object of soaking the manure in water is to kill the fly eggs 
and larvae that may have been deposited in it before the treatment 
was begun. A number of experiments made, show that if this 
treated manure is placed in a can covered with a screen top, no 
flies develop; whereas, a can of untreated manure, covered with a 
screen and used as a control, almost invariably shows the presence 
of flies within a period of twelve days. 

The manure pile and the fllth heap are ideal breeding places 
for flies. 

Flies may be prevented from breeding in manure, garbage, refuse, 
etc., by saturating the material with a solution made by adding 1 
pound of Paris green to 25 gallons of water. 

NO ACCUMULATION OF MANURE OR GARBAGE SHOULD 
BE PERMITTED TO STAND MORE THAN ONE DAY. 

It takes the fly eight to ten days to hatch, but if the filth is left 
uncovered the fiy will lay its eggs and the young flies will emerge 
even after the breeding material is buried. 

Compel by law the proper disposal of manure and garbage every 
day and you remove the principal breeding places of flies. 

All human faeces should be disposed of by burying in case no 
system of disposal by sewers, pails, etc., is available and the dry- 



earth pits used for the disposal of wastes should be placed on high 
ground with a shed or roof over them during the rainy season to 
prevent filling with water. 

After the manure or other wastes have been buried for one year 
or longer they may be removed and used for fertilizing purposes 
and the pit used again. 

WASTE MATTER SHOULD NEVER BE LEFT UNCOVERED 
EVEN FOR ONE DAY. 

Dead animals should be buried as soon as possible after they die. 

SCREEN ALL FOOD, AND REFUSE TO BUY FOOD WHICH 
HAS BEEN EXPOSED TO FLIES. 

DO NOT FORGET THAT IF YOU SEE FLIES THEIR BREEDING 
PLACE IS PROBABLY IN NEARBY FILTH. 

DO NOT ALLOW DECAYING MATTER OF ANY SORT TO 
ACCUMULATE ON YOUR PREMISES. ALL REFUSE SHOULD 
BE BURNED OR REMOVED AT ONCE. 

KEEP ALL RECEPTACLES FOR REFUSE OR GARBAGE 
CLEAN. THEY SHOULD FREQUEÍITLY BE SPRINKLED WITH 
PETROLEUM. 

COVER ALL FOOD REMAINING AFTER A MEAL. BURN 
OR BURY ALL TABLE REFUSE IF NOT DISPOSED OF BY THE 
MUNICIPALITY. SCREEN ALL FOOD EXPOSED FOR SALE. 

The country must be made to realize the danger from ñies and 
its duty in eradicating them. 

CHILDREN MUST BE TAUGHT THAT THE HUMANE KILL- 
ING OF FLIES IS A GOOD AND NECESSARY ACT. 

Do what you can to arouse public feeling for the sake of public 
safety. 

And in the meanwhile DO WHAT YOU CAN INDIVIDUALLY. 

KILL THE FLIES; BUT MORE IMPORTANT STILL, PREVENT 
THE CREATION OF NEW BREEDING PLACES AND DESTROY 
EXISTING ONES.
